Group I, claim(s) 72-82, drawn to a method of electrofusing cells. 

Group II, claim(s) 83-103, drawn to an electrofusion apparatus and a controller therefor. 

Group III, claim(s) 104-123, drawn to a pipette system comprising two electrodes. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: As evidenced by the International Search Report 
(PCT-210) and International Preliminary Examination Report (409), electrofusion was known in 
the prior art. Electrofusion is the technical feature which links the inventions of Groups I-III, but 
as it was known in the art, it cannot be considered a special technical feature. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
